Recalls Eariy 
Lighting Means 
Those Attending 
M. E. Conference 


Acquiring an education under the 
dim glow of 
tallow candles 
and 
smokey oil lamp- would prove a 
difficult task for modem scholars, 
hut early settlers who spent their 
youth with Texas' youth knew no 
other form of illumination. 
The venerable builders of Texas, 
now gray and 
worn from 
their 
years of toiling for a livelihood in 
this once rough ami untamed coun­ 
try could tell some remarkable tales 
of their early struggles for life and 
education. And it took one man of 
Comanche to 
chronicle at 
least 
some of his own experiences for 
posterity. He is Judge L. B. Russell 
pioneer resident and former mayor 
of Comanche. 
A few days ago Judge Russell 
elalmrated on his autobiography in 
telling of the days before electric 
power came to brighten our nights 
and lighten our burdens. 
When he was bom in Goliad, in 
1850, illumination in homes and the 
crude mercantile establishments of 
that day, was obtained from tallow 
candles, molded in sticks of six and 
12 at a time. 
Saucers of grease, with twisted 
rag wicks held in them by means 
of a wire, also served their time in 
the development of the science of 
illumination, 
and were 
considered 
admirable lights before the oil lamp 
came into general use in Texas. The 
coal oil lamp was the “very latest,” 
and those who could afford to buy 
them and buy the then expensive 
fluid for 
keeping them 
burning, 
were considered opulent persons in 
the old days. 
But the mo*t remarkable step of 
progress that Comanche made in 
its history, 
according to 
Judge 
Russell, was when E. W. Harris* 
and E. Quilitch established the first 
el**ctric light plant here in 1900. 
This was a crude affair, consul 
ering the svstem of electric service 
available today, but it served its 
62 customers faithfully and conscien 
tiously. 
“Of course/’ Judge 
Russell 
ex­ 
plained, “ we had electric lights only 
at night, for in those days there 
were no motors to run, no electnc 
stoves to be heated and no modem 
electric 
refrigerators 
to 
consume 
pow er. The plant 
vas shut down 
at 11 o’clock at night, a time when 
the operators of the system thought 
everyone should be in !>ed, appar­ 
ently. 
“I.ater J. P. Hoff purchased half 
interest in the o' ant and continued 
to operate it with success until Co­ 
manche 
figured 
it 
had 
outgrown 
the service small 
plants gave.^ In 
1916 the Te<as 
Power and Light 
company purchased the plant and 
soon after ran its powerful high 
iines into the town. This 
w a s the 
next progressive step in our elect­ 
rification system and today, I be* 
lieve 
we are on a par with cities 
many times our size when it comes 
to electric service.
